SEWERAGE 
IS ARE 
DESPERATE 


A review of priorities for the provision of water and 
sewerage facilities in the western suburbs was needed 
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urgently, Cr. Bon Thomas, JP, MLC, said this week, 


Cr. Thomas, a Commissioner on the Board of Works, was 
commenting on a recent visit to Sunshine by board officers. 


He said: “While the 

hairman of the Board, 
Mr, Alan Croxford, and 

is officers and commis- 
sioners who toured Suri- 
shine were sympathetic to 
the needs of the area, the 
answer to the question of 
providing water and 
sewerage to many areas 
lappeared inevitably to de- 
pend on the availability of 
funds, 

“It is clear that the 
board can do only so 

uch with the money at 
disposal. 

“This must mean that if 
moO more mdney is to be 
made available, then the 
western areas of Mel- 
bourne will never get 
‘water and sewerage facili- 
ties, or wait a very long 
time, or the priorities for 
the spending ‘of board 
money will have to be re- 
vised. 


“And unless such a rev- 
ision of priorities means 
that more money will be 
spent in the west, the neg- 
lect of the west will ob- 
viously continue. 


“It is relevant to point 
out that current priorities 
provide for water and 
sewerage to be extended 
to the Lilydale area and 
into the Dandenongs — in 
other words, to the east 


and south east of Mel- 
bourne for 20 to 30 miles. 

“The answer we get is' 
that the provision of such 
essential services depends 
on availability of funds, 
but there does not appear 
td be any indication when 
— if ever — funds will be 
available. 

“We in the west are not 
opposed to the people of 
the east of Melbourne hav- 
ing essential services such 
as water and sewerage. 


“We can only say that 
we, also, are fully entitled 
to similar essential ser- 
vices. 


“The real answer, of, 
course, is for more money, 
from Federal Government 
sources, to be provided for 
essential services. 


“I note that the Vic- 
terian Premier, Sir Henry 
Bolte — according to a 
press report on January 18 
— advocates a joint ap- 
proach to the Com- 
monwealth by Victoria 
and New South Wales for 
aid on sewerage and trans- 
port problems. 

“It remains to be seen 
how hard this approach 
will be made. 

“What is obviously not 
stressed by the Victorian’ 
‘Government is_ that!

The very first fragile 
motor cars had _ brakes, 
too, and right from the 
Start vehicle safety has 
centred on the wheels, at- 
tempting to get them to 
grip the road surface bet- 
iter by various means, to 
reduce stopping distances 
and eliminate “the dreaded 
side-slip”. 

Mercedes-Benz, who 
have done more for ve- 
hicle safety than any other 
manufacturer, made a 
serious Start as early as 
193].

Six years later they in- 
troduced double-acting 
shock absorbers to im-' 
prove the road-holding 
further and, in 1938, they’ 
announced two-cireuit 
vacuum servo brakes, self- 
adjusting brakes and, to 
improve driver control, the 
first production all-syn- 
chromesh _ four-speed 
transmission in Europe. 


The first experimental 
safety car appeared in 
1939. It was the Model 11 
with strong side protection 
for the passengers, an 
extra rigid floor pan and a 
three-section steering 
column. Many years later, 
the Model Cili research 
car was to make its ap- 
pearance. 7

stability was improved 
with a front anti-roll bar

Joe, whilst in a bar 
spouting his ideas 
meets a person who has 
just killed a junkie who 
was living with his 
daughter. The act was 
one of temporary in- 
sanity but Joe, far from 
condemning it openly 
welcomes it as an act 
of bravery and valour, 

So begins a strange 
friendship between the 
two men which shows 
that the rift of age is 
not one of class, for Joe 
is a labourer whilst the 
murderer is a $60,000 a 
year executive, 

The relationship is 
bound to end as 
violently as it began 
and yet throughout Joe
